Overview  of  the  School  of  Numismatics  Diploma  Program 

Are  you  looking  for  a  fun  way  to  learn  more  about  numismatics?  Here 

is  a  way  to  do  it  without  leaving  the  comfort  of  your  home. 

The  Diploma  Program  package  contains  all  the  books  and  DVDs 
needed  to  complete  the  six  required  correspondence  courses  and  final 
exam.  Once  you  enroll,  you  have  up  to  two  years  to  finish  the  Di¬ 
ploma  Program.  Most  people  complete  the  program  in  about  a  year. 
The  pacing  is  flexible,  though,  allowing  a  person  to  complete  the  di¬ 
ploma  in  less  than  half  that  time  with  intensive  study,  or  to  take  a 
more  leisurely  pace  to  the  24  month  limit.  You  may  combine  Diploma 
Program  courses  with  ANA  Summer  Seminar  courses  to  reach  your 
total  of  six  classes,  taking  them  in  any  order  that  you  wish.  According 
to  Rod  Gillis,  Numismatic  Educator  at  the  ANA,  since  the  Numismatic 
Diploma  Program  was  launched  in  the  late  1970s  or  early  1980s,  ap¬ 
proximately  a  thousand  people  have  earned  numismatic  diplomas 
through  it. 

Each  course  culminates  in  an  open  book  test,  with  questions  in  true/ 
false  and  multiple  choice  formats.  A  program  requirement  form  is  pro¬ 
vided  so  you  can  record  the  date  when  you  finish  each  of  the  six  tests. 
When  you  are  ready  to  take  the  final  exam,  you  mail  this  fonn  to  the 
ANA  School  of  Numismatics,  including  the  name  and  mailing  address 
of  a  local  colleague,  librarian  or  other  third  party  who  has  agreed  to 
proctor  your  final  exam.  You  have  the  option  of  taking  the  three-hour 
closed  book  final  exam  at  a  local  school,  library,  ANA  headquarters  in

Colorado  Springs  or  at  any  ANA  convention  or  seminar.  For  exam¬ 
ple,  I  took  my  final  exam  at  the  Lynchburg  Public  Library  in 
Lynchburg,  Virginia. 

In  addition  to  taking  courses  in  the  order  you  wish,  you  also  have  the 
option  of  being  assigned  a  mentor.  My  mentor  was  Mark  Hotz  of 
Mark  Hotz  Rare  Coin  and  Currency  in  Brooklandville,  Maryland.  We 
communicated  through  e-mail  when  1  had  questions  about  course 
materials  or  numismatics  in  general.  Mark  has  been  involved  in  nu¬ 
mismatics  since  the  age  of  ten;  he  won  the  ANA  Outstanding  Young 
Numismatist  Award  in  1976  and  has  been  an  ANA  Summer  Semi¬ 
nar  instructor  in  Colorado  Springs.  He  has  taught  courses  on  U.S. 
paper  money,  including  National  Bank  Notes,  and  on  Ghost  Towns. 
Mark  has  had  articles  published  in  The  Numismatist  and  has  been  a 
monthly  columnist  in  Krause's  Banknote  Reporter  for  over  ten  years.

Course  Highlights 

Even  though  I  am  a  professor  by  background,  I  was  pretty  nervous 
about  taking  courses,  tests,  and  studying  for  a  final  exam  -  a  taste  of 
my  own  medicine! 

1.  Introduction  to  Numismatics 

I  didn't  know  much  about  Greek  and  Roman  coins  or  U.S.  currency.  A 
lot  of  the  information  in  this  text  was  new  to  me.  It  provided  a  helpful 
overview  of  the  vast  field  of  numismatics. 

2.  Grading  Coins  Today 

1  was  intrigued  by  how  the  grading  system  for  coins  has  continued  to 
evolve  over  the  past  100  years.  1  found  that  it  is  important  to  learn  the 
distinctions  between  ANA  technical  grading  and  market  grading  based, 
in  part,  on  eye  appeal. 

3.  Grading  Mint  State  U.S.  Coins 

This  course  enabled  me  to  build  on  grading  circulated  coins  by  focus¬ 
ing  on  mint  state  pieces.  You  may  know  the  best  type  of  lighting  to 
examine  coins  comes  from  incandescent  or  pinpoint  light  bulbs,  not 
fluorescent  or  mercury  vapor  bulbs. 

4.  The  Modern  Minting  Process 

Understanding  the  technical  aspects  of  the  minting  process  is  challeng¬ 
ing  for  me.  I'm  not  very  mechanically  oriented!  An  evaluation  form  is 
provided  in  each  course  book  to  fill  out  before  taking  each  class  test. 
For  this  course,  1  mentioned  the  possibility  of  including  more  compara¬ 
tive  information  about  the  minting  process  in  other  countries,  noting 
the  beauty  of  many  Canadian,  French,  and  Swiss  coins.

5.  U.S.  Minting  Errors  and  Varieties 

I  struggled  with  this  course,  being  weak  on  minting  errors  and  die  va¬ 
rieties.  The  DVDs  that  accompany  the  texts  really  helped  me  to  better 
understand  the  material.  The  instructor  uses  a  step-by-step  approach 
to  explain  how  errors  and  varieties  are  struck  in  the  minting  process. 

6.  Detecting  Counterfeit  and  Altered  U.S.  Coins 

This  was  probably  the  toughest  course  for  me.  It  is  preferable  to  com¬ 
bine  this  correspondence  course  with  the  hands-on  class  offered  at  the 
Summer  Seminar.  It  takes  a  lot  of  practice  to  detect  counterfeit  and 
altered  coins.  1  learned  the  importance  of  using  an  accurate  and  sensi¬ 
tive  scale  in  proper  coin  authentication  as  well  as  the  value  of  owning 
a  stereo-microscope. 

Final  Exam 

The  final  exam  is  very  comprehensive.  It  covered  material  from  all  six 
courses,  including  what  I  learned  from  the  accompanying  DVDs.  After 
receiving  my  final  exam  results,  I  was  pleasantly  surprised  to  learn  that 
1  had  finished  the  program  with  honors,  noted  on  my  beautiful 
"Numismatic  Scholar"  Diploma. 

Concluding  Thoughts 

These  correspondence  courses  are  definitely  worth  the  money.  You 
will  expand  your  numismatic  knowledge,  whether  you  are  a  beginner 
or  an  advanced  collector  who  specializes  in  one  particular  area  of  nu¬ 
mismatics.  1  feel  as  though  I  have  a  solid  foundation  from  which  to 
deepen  my  numismatic  knowledge  with  further  Summer  Seminar 
coursework,  more  reading  on  my  own,  and  learning  from  other  collec¬ 
tors.  The  Diploma  Program  is  designed  for  people  of  all  ages,  from 
teenagers  to  seniors  over  a  hundred!  There  is  no  need  to  take  all  six 
courses.  You  can  opt  to  take  one  or  two  that  have  the  most  appeal  to 
you.  It  is  an  enjoyable  way  to  increase  your  knowledge  of  our  beloved 
hobby!

Lets  look  at  the  medieval  coins  of  England. 

Did  you  know: 

Did  you  know  that  the  dies  for  some  medieval  silver  coins  were 
made  using  only  four  punches  and  a  gouge?  It's  true.  After  the 
western  Roman  empire  fell  in  476  AD,  the  are  of  coin  design  was 
lost  in  western  Europe.  Coin  designs  and  lettering  tended  to  be 
crude  in  appearance.  Mint  masters  often  were  uneducated  and  did¬ 
n't  know  how  to  read  or  write.  Add  to  that  oftentimes,  the  mint  mas¬ 
ters  only  had  a  few  tools  to  work  with,  so  they  had  to  get  creative 
when  making  coin  dies.  Some  coin  dies  were  made  entirely  using 
just  four  punches:  a  crescent,  a  straight  line,  a  triangle  and  a  dot 
punch  and  a  gouge  to  make  thin  lines.

With  just  these  four  punches  and  the  gouge, 
inventive  mint  masters  could  carve  out  not 
only  the  entire  alphabet,  but  also  a  complete 
design,  usually  the  bust  of  the  current  ruler! 

Did  you  know  that  the  United  States  has  had 
eight  mints  (nine  if  you  count  Manila  in  the 
Philippines)  since  the  founding  of  the  first  mint 
in  Philadelphia  in  1792,  but,  in  England,  dur¬ 
ing  the  reign  of  King  Henry  I  (1100-1135) 
alone,  there  were  some  51  mints?

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During  Christmas  of  1124,  King  Henry  I  held 
the  "Assize  of  the  Moneyers"  at  Winchester.  By  1124,  the  quality  of 
the  silver  used  by  several  of  the  moneyers  (Mint  Masters)  was  poor 
and  the  weight  of  the  vast  majority  of  the  coins  issued  was  too  light,

so,  Henry  called  all  of  his  mint  masters  to  Winchester.  When  he 
had  gathered  them  all  up,  he  weighed  coins  from  each  of  the 
mints.  Those  coins  which  were  found  to  be  light  or  of  low  grade  sil¬ 
ver  were  traced  back  to  the  individual  mint  masters.  In  those  days, 
each  coin  bore  it's  mint  master's  name  or  mark  as  part  of  the  leg¬ 
end,  so,  it  was  easy  to  tell  where  the  light  coins  had  come  from. 
The  mint  masters  responsible  for  the  unacceptable  coins  were  then 
punished  by  the  angry  king.  By  some  reports,  their  right  hands 
were  chopped  off! 

On  a  personal  note,  normally  I  don't  like  to  write  about  anything 
else  besides  coins,  currency  and  history  in  these  columns,  but,  oc¬ 
casionally  events  in  one's  personal  life  does  affect  everything  one 
does,  including  writing  about  one's  favorite  subjects.  The  reason  I 
bring  this  up  is  that  a  little  over  a  month  ago,  on  November  1st, 
2011,  I  lost  my  brother,  Dr.  Brian  K.  Milliken  under  tragic  circum¬ 
stances  in  North  Platte,  Nebraska.  He  was  my  best  friend,  my  con¬ 
fidant,  my  inspiration  and  my  only  sibling  and  his  loss  has  left  a 
great  hole  in  my  life  which  will  never  be  filled.  I  hope  that  you,  my 
readers,  will  indulge  me  in  dedicating  this  column  and  any  of  my 
future  writings  to  Brian  Milliken  (March  3,  1968  -  November  1, 
2011). 

I'll  always  miss  you,  big  brother.
